The BPAI reversed the rejection of claims 1, 4, 12-16 and 19, therefore, the claims are 
now allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4, 12-16 and 191 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Kroening (US 6,080,207), Knowles (US 6, 182,897) and 
Dhamipraga (US 6,490,493) either singularly or in combination, fail to teach "customer 
indicating a special configuration via a web page, passing the special configuration details to a 
validation unit in the office unit; the validation unit checking the special configuration details for 
compatibility with details of the main order; upon validation, sending the special configuration 
details to the control unit; the control unit detecting any modification details in the main order 
details and obtaining corresponding configuration details from the modification unit; the control 
unit checking the configuration details with a factory database for implementation; and the 
control unit entering appropriate data into the computer being manufactured including entering 
modification details in appropriate ones of the selected software components which are being 
installed or have been installed in the computer".
